NEW MEXICO ATOMIC 
RADIATIONS SPREAD 
TO MIDDLE WEST

Particles Reported Carried by 
Stratospheric Winds, 
Dropped by Rain. 


NEW YORK, May 23 (AP) — 
The Times says research by East- 
man Kodak Co. scientists has re- 
vealed that radioactive effects of 
atomic bomb explosions spread in 
the course of a few days over an 
area about the size of Australia. 

The Kodak findings were based 
on several months of investiga- 
tion into the sourse of radioactivity 
detected last fall in straw board 
stiffeners used between photo- 
graphic films after the atomic 
bomb blast in New Mexico last July. 
The two plants making the straw- 
board were in the Middle West, 
400 to 500 miles apart. 

The scientists concluded that 
radioactive particles from the 
New Mexico explosion probably 
were spfead by stratosphere winds 
and precipitated into the Middle

A conference at the White House 
this morning sought to work out 
a wage contract acceptable to both 
Lewis and coal operators. Among 
the conferees were Secretary of 
Interior Krug, federal mine boss; 
Secretary of Labor Schwellenbach; 
Dr, John R. Steelman, President 
Truman’s labor adviser, and Re- 
conversion Director John W. 
Snyder. V. Adm. Ben Moreell, 
Krug’s lieutenant as Government 
operator of the pits, also joined 
the talks. Assistant Press Secre- 
tary Eben Ayers told reporters of 
the meeting, but did not say what 
steps had been taken toward draft- 
ing a settlement. 

Meeting With Lewis Arranged. 

Krug ‘arranged to meet. Lewis 
and John J. O'Leary, United 
Mine Workers vice president, lat- 
er, presumably to get their views 
on contract proposals and to en- 
list Lewis’s aid in keeping miners 
on the job. 

The best that Krug could offer 
last night was a guarded “hope” 
that the end of the two-week truce 
at midnight Saturday would not 
close all United Mine Worker-op- 
erated mines. 

The first 24 hours of Govern- 
ment seizure produced discourag- 
ing results from the administra- 
tion point of view. Thousands of 
miners, who had gone back to 
work under the truce, quit their 
pits. An additional 243 mines 
closed, increasing the number im- 
mobilized by the bituminous dis- 
pute to more than 2100 out of 
4500. The latest federal estimates 
are that 135,000, or more than a 
third, of the 400,000 soft coal 
miners are now staying away 
from work:

Junked double-decke: busses 
have been purchased for removal 
to a site at Dorsett and McKel- 
vey roads, St. Louis County, where 
they will be offered for sale as 
homes for veterans, under a plan 
announced today by Allen Young, 
2 South Central avenue, Clayton. 

Young told the Post-Dispatch he 
had purchased 29 of the busses 
from the St: Louis Auto Parts and 
Salvage Co., 6618 Easton avenue, 
for $150 each. He said he hopes 
to get more, remove the wheels, 
mount them on concrete founda- 
tions and gell them as emergency 
houses at from $1400 to $1600 
each. 

He said there is 71 acres of 
land at the site and he plans to 
put a bus on every acre. By the 
time the busses are moved to the 
site they will have cost him $200 


each, he said, Young declined to 


estimate other costs involved in 
the scheme. 

There are no utilities at the 
“bus village” site, J. Ellis Stevens, 
vice president of the Neaf-Mur- 
mann-Stevens Realty Co., Young’s 
agent, said. He added, ‘however, 
that there is well water at the 
site and that his firm would pro- 
vide electricity as soon as mater- 
ials and labor are available. 

Development of the site will be 
left to the ingenuity of the vet- 
erans themselves, Stevens said. 
PMany of the veterans, he said, 
may have had engineering experi- 
ence in the armed services which 
they can now put to use,

TRUMAN URGES 
OPA RENEWAL IN 


Says He Could Not Ap- 
prove House Bill Be- 
cause It Would Mean 
End of Control. 


WASHINGTON, May 23 (AP)—) 


President Truman called on the 
Senate today for prompt exten- 
sion of the Office of Price Admin- 
istration for a full year without 
amendments that would “jeopar- 
dize economic stability.” 

In a letter to Chairman Wag- 
ner (Dem.), New York, of the 
Senate Banking Committee, Tru- 
man said he could not approve 
the OPA extension legislation as 
passed by the House because it 
would mean “a quick end” of price 
control. 

The White House appeal was 
read to the Senate shortly before 
the banking committee renewed 
consideration. of the OPA Dill. 

Text of Letter. 

The text of the President’s let- 
ter follows: 

“Dear Senator Wagner: 

“The most important issue be- 
fore the Congress is whether to 
protect the nation from the im- 
minent danger of inflation. Today 
we are attaining production levels 
unprecedented in peacetime; la- 
bor-management agreements have 
been reached in most industries; 
free international trade, which is 
vital to world peace, is beginning 
to be restored. But all these 
gains depend on economic sta- 
bility. They could be swept away 
by inflation in a few _ short 
months. To avoid such a disaster, 
a prompt renewal of stabilization 
laws in effective form for one 
year is essential. 

“For 15 weeks the Congress has 
been considering the extension of 
the stabilization laws. The House 
of Representatives has passed a 
bill which I would not be able to 
approve because, although pur-

WASHINGTON, May 23 (AP)— 
The White House announced to- 
day 30 minutes before the dead- 
line for the nation-wide railroad 
strike to begin in the eastern 
time zone that negotiations “are 
still going on.” 

Press Secretary Charles G. Ross 
told reporters that the White 
House served sandwiches and cof- 
fee to representatives of the 
brotherhoods of trainmen and lo- 
comotive engineers as well as to 
representatives for the railroad 
operators about 3 p. m. 

The strike of 250,000 trainmen 


and engineers is set for 4 p.m, 
local standard time in each of the 
time zones. 

Ross said that the full negotiat- 
ing committees of the carriers 
and of the trainmen and engineers 
unions were at the White House 
at the invitation of John R. Steel- 
man, presidential labor adviser. 

“They are carrying on conver« 
sations both separately and jointe- 
ly under the mediation of Mr. 
Steelman,” Ross said, 

He added that at 3:30 p.m. 
neither A. F. Whitney, president 
nor Alvanley 
Johnston, head of the engineers, 
had seen President Truman per- 
sonally to give him an answer to 
his compromise proposal,. sub- 
mitted last night, for settlement.

Paul Hasluck of Australia, chair- 
man of the subcommittee, had 
called attention to a voluminous 
report submitted by Giral in which 
the armed forces of Franco were 
set at 840,000. Giral said the 840,- 
000 figure included colonial troops. 
He asserted that Spain was im- 
porting arms from other countries 
but he did not name them. He 
reported Franco had 250,000 troops 
along the French border. How- 
ever, he said, a cable today from 
“reliable sources” said Franco now 
is putting many of them in civilian 
clothes and is camouflaging gun 
emplacements in anticipation of 
visits by U.N. observers.

COMPETITOR AIRLINE GRANTED 
ROUTE TO SOUTH AMERICA 


WASHINGTON, May 23 (UP)— 
The Civil Aeronautics Board, act- 
ing under President Truman’s or- 
ders, has reversed itself and 
granted a third United States air- 
line, Braniff Airways, Inc., author- 
ity to operate to the two principal 
cities of South America—Buenos 
Aires and Rio de Janeiro and 
other South American points. 

In effect, the order introduced 
competition among United States 
airlines in South America for the 
first time. Previously, Pan Ameri- 
can Airways, Inc., and Pan Amer- 
ican-Grace Airways, Inc. (Pan- 
agra) were the only United States 
lines operating in the area. Pan 
American owns half of Panagra. 

At Truman’s insistence, the 
board changed earlier decision to 
include: Authorization of Eastern 
Air Lines, Inc., to fly non-stop 
from Miami to San Juan, Puerto 
Rico; certification of a second car- 
rier (Colonial Airlines, Inc.) be- 
tween New York and Bermuda;

the Los Angeles-Mexico City route.

Contractors Convinced Price 
Regulations Are Strangling 
Home Building Program Here 


Say They Are Caught in a Three-Cornered 
Squeeze Between High Costs, Moderate- 
ly Priced Housing Order-and Supplies 
Made for Commercial Units.

St. Louis contractors, who have 
become bogged down in a mire of 
shortages, regulations, black mar- 
kets, high prices and the myriad 
problems arising from combina- 
tions of these‘ factors, are con- 
vinced that price regulations are 
strangling the housing program 
here and elsewhere. 

They say they are caught in a 
three-cornered squeeze between 
the high cost of labor. and ma- 
terials, the necegsit. of building 
moderately-priced housing in or- 
der to secure CPA priorities—and 
the penchant on the part of manu- 
facturers for producing materials 
in commercial-building sizes t- re- 
alize greater profits. 

They wonder, too, why St. Louis 
has not been included among the 
19 areas desig. ated by the CPA 
as “critical” and resent the diver- 
sion of vitally-needed soil pipe and 
bathtubs to these areas. 

Those engaged in residential 
eonstruction criticize the lax man- 
mer in which exemptions under 
the commercial limitation order 
have been granted, citing the case 
of one CPA official who stated he 
had approved more than 90 per 
cent of the projects requested—in- 
eluding a tavern “since the appli- 
¢ant required such an establish- 
ment as a method of securing his 
livelihood.” 

Half-Completed Houses Idle. 

They point out that while half- 
completed houses stand idle. be- 
cause of a lack of some critical 
item, they must meet the regular 
interest payments on their ioans. 
Some have estimated that, in soil 
pipe, for instance, the sum of the 
initial cost of the pipe and in- 
terest paid while awaiting delivery 
represents more than twice the 
price the materials would nor- 
mally cost. : 

One local contractor, who is 
planning a subdivision of 200 
ranch-type houses in Florissant, 
has an original investment which 
he asserted to be $250,000 for pur- 
chase of land, the construction of 
sewers, streets and other utilities. 
Confronted with a lack of ma- 
terials for both his utilities and 
houses, he continues to pay in- 
terest on the investment. 
Examples cited to illustrate the 
effect of price controls on the lo- 
eal building industry are many. 

One concerns the experience of a 
local manufacturer of cinder 
blocks and other products who 
petitioned the OPA for permis- 
sion to raise the price of cinder 
blocks from 7% cents each. The 
agent sent out, after examining 
the company’s books, refused to 
grant the increase because the 
books showed an over-all profit, 
despite the fact that the cinder 
blocks were manufactured at a 
loss. As a result, the manufac- 
turer ceased producing this item 
and concentrated on profit-making 
products. 

‘Tie in’ Sales Assailed. 

The practices of some manufac- 
turers have added fuel to the in- 
dignation of contractors here. Fur- 
maces, for instance, are occasion- 
ally shipped in groups of two or 
three at a time to avoid quantity 
discounts. One West End contrac- 
tor complained that he can no 
Jonger deal directly with his brick 
and tile manufacturer but must 
surrender this function to his sub- 
contractor. Another deplored the 
extent of “tie-in” sales in galvan- 
ized piping. He said he was re- 
quired to purchase quantities of 
1%-inch, 2-inch and 2%-inch pip- 
ing in order to get the % and % 
sizes he needed for residential con- 
struction. 

But especially disturbing to the 
building industry is the steadily- 
mounting cost of building. Here 
are a few examples: 

The brick bid on a $27,000 
house built by a South Side con- 
tractor was originally $5100. 
Construction was delayed for a 
year due to lack of window 
frames, and in the interim the 
new bid had risen to $6000. 

A bid of $400 to supply mill- 
wor’: for a moderately-priced 
house was subsequently can- 
celed when the company found 
it impossible to handle the work. 
The next best bid obtainable 
was $1000. 

A four-family flat being con- 
structed in the South Side, orig- 
finally estimated to cost from 
$13,000 to $14,000, will probably 
cost at least $19,000, according 
to revised estimates. 

Lumber Most Critical Item. 
Lumber remains the most crit- 

ical item on the builders list, and 
as a result the lumber black mar- 
ket flourishes like the green bay 
tree. Devices employed to dis- 
guise black market operations are 
many and varied, ranging from 
the fairly involved ruse of pzying 
“earnest money” for lumber to 
such simple devises as designating 
inferior lumber with a superior 
grading or simple side bets during 
the transaction.

Gift in Radio Program Tomorrow 


Presentation to W. M.

Schwenk of Ferguson 


William M. Schwenk, Ferguson 
veteran who was blinded and lost 
his left hand and. a part of his 
right hand in the explosion of a 
land mine in Germany 20 months 
ago, will receive a certificate rep- 
resenting $14,525 in Victory bonds 
in a radio program in the studios 
of Station KSD at 5:15 p.m. to- 
morrow. 

Bonds were contributed by peo- 
ple of six northwestern states and 
Canada in response to a campaign 
by a Spokane (Wash.), newspaper, 
the Spokesman-Review. Presenta- 
tion will be by Floyd White of 
Spokane, secretary to Dr. David C, 
Cowen, Washington State Senator, 
who wrote to the newspaper that 
“it makes me feel good to know 
there are a few people of this 
earth who don’t crab or complain 
when things are looking tough,” 
starting the campaign. 

The newspaper had told of 
Schwenk’s optimism, despite his 
injuries, in a series of articles. 
The former Army corporal, during 
his long stay in hospitals abroad 
and in this country, was described 
as a “hospital morale builder.” 
White yesterday visited Schwenk 
at his home, 44 Bangert drive, 
Ferguson. He explained that the 
bonds are to be held in trust, with 
regular payments to be made to 
the blind veteran. 

“You know, Bill, you've got a 
lot of friends in Spokane,” White 
said. 

Schwenk tried to thank him, but 
he said that “there aren’t enough 
words in the dictionary to tell you 
how I feel, Please tel] that to the 
people of Spokane, I’m just an 
ordinary truck driver who's al- 
ways had to slug it out, and I’ve 
never had anything like this drop 


in my lap. It gives me a lump in 
my throat to think about it.” 

The newspaper campaign also 
resulted in the contribution of a 
seeing-eye dog to Schwenk. He 
will get the dog in July. Another 
$800 has been contributed to him 
by the Ferguson American Legion 
Post, 

Schwenk’s mother, Mrs. Kath- 
lan Haefling, said the veteran in- 
tended to use some of the money 
to make a down payment on a 
home. White said $5000 would be 
available immediately for start- 
ing a business, but Schwenk said 
he wasn’t quite ready for that. 


“Before I go into anything I 
want to look into it closely,” he 
said. “I don’t want to get into 
anything that will flop.” 


Dancing and Long Walks. 


Schwenk wears plastic eyes and 
an artificial hand. He said he 
has learne@ to type with one 
finger, and likes to dance and 
to take long walks. 

“I try to walk as fast as I 
can,” he said. “The faster you 
walk the straighter you go.” 

Schwenk returned home _§last 
December, in time for his. first 
Christmas at home in five years. 
Three of his brothers also were 
in service. The blind veteran is 
31 years old. Before the war he 
was employed as a truck driver 
by the Moehling Brothers’ Pack- 
ing Co., 6210 Easton avenue, Well- 
ston,

ALLIES REVOKE TAX IMMUNITY 
FOR 14 JAP ROYAL FAMILIES 


TOKYO, May 23 (AP)—Japan’s 
top royalty lost by Allied decree 
today its tax immunity, its special 
privileges and its customary 2,000,- 
000 yen ($133,333) year from pub- 
lic funds, Only Emperor Hiro- 
hito and his immediate family 
were exempt, 

The 14 families affected by the 
order included those of Hirohito’s 
three brothers, the Princes Chi- 
chibu, Takamatsu and Mikasa; 
and Prince Higashi-Kuni, former 
premier whose son married Hiro- 
hito’s eldest daughter. 

Henceforth, the order specified, 
their property—-valued at more 
than 50,000,000 yen ($3,333,333) will 
be taxed, like that of commoners. 
In addition, 8,000,000 yen in se- 
curities owned by the 14 families 
but deposited in the imperial 
household treasury will be re- 
turned to them—and taxed. 


MAX STREICHER SENTENCED 


MUNICH, May 23 (UP)—Max 
Streicher, brother of Julius 
Streicher, a defendant in the 
Nuernberg war crimes trials, has 
been sentenced to four years’ im- 
prisonment for illegal possession 
of firearms, military government 
authorities said today. 

Police found a library of ancient 
Jewish books valued at $1,500,000 
in Streicher’s possession when he 
was arrested.

It was during the battle of the 
bulge that Sgt. Simons swore that 
if his life was spared he would 
do something to help’ some victim 
of Hitler’s persecution. ; 

Four months ago, the 36-year- 
old sergeant kept his promise, 
found Bela in a German orphan- 
age, and adopted her. Her mother 
and father were reported to have 
been murdered by the Gestapo. 

In her new home a roomful of 
toys awaited Bela, as well as a 
cocker spaniel to romp with and a 
toy telephone for her to call 
“Daddy” in Berlin. 


3,000,000 IN U.S, REPORTED 
AFFLICTED WITH ALCOHOLISM 


BUFFALO, N. Y., May 23 (AP) 
—About 3,000,000 persons in the 
United States are afflicted with 
alcoholism, “one quarter of them 
being full-fledged alcoholics,” Dr. 
Selden D. Bacon of Yale Univer- 
sity said today. 

“Although this makes alcoholism 
one of the largest categories of 
sick persons there is (cancer pa- 
tients total about 500,000; tuber- 
culosis about 700,000), it includes 
only 6 per cent of the 50,000,000 
persons in the United States who 
use alcohol,” he asserted, 

Dr. Bacon, an assistant profes- 
sor of sociology at Yale and chair- 
man of the Connecticut Commis- 
sion on Alcoholism, asserted: “The 
first step in eeting this problem, 
a problem still met with sixteenth 
century attitudes and actions, is 
that of educating public opinion 
so that it will come to recognize 
the facts that alcoholism is a 
disease, the alcoholics, are sick 
persons who can be helped, and 
that alcoholism is a public health 
problem,”

a gambling loss to Cooper. 

According to the petition, Cooper, 
doing business as the M. L. Cooper 
& Co., won $5000 on bets tele- 
phoned to him’ by Cooler last Jan- 
uary. The plaintiff stated it was 
unable to specify the horses or 
tracks involved in the wagers, 

When notified of his losses, the 
petition continued, Cooler took 
$5000 of company funds which he 
forwarded to Cooper. The differ- 
ence between the amount taken 
and that sued for represented 
funds which the telegraph com- 
pany owed Cooler and for which 
he was given credit. On paying 
the loss, the surety company suc- 
ceeded to the employer’s cause of 
action against Cooper, 

Cooper, an active professional 
gambler in this area for the last 
20 years, operated a number of 
“cigar store” beok shops in the 
city until police instituted a drive 
in 1942 against local operators of 
this type. ‘ 

When an office he opened up 
in the Chemical Building under 
the title “Consulting Engineers” 
was raided by the gambling 
squad he announced he was trans- 
ferring his activities to East St. 
Louis. 

Cooper’s latest brush with the 
law occurred last month when he 
was arrested with 42 other gam- 
blers in a surprise raid on a mo- 
bile “town game” at the Ham- 
ilton Hotel, 956 Hamilton avenue. 
This dice game, at which large 
sums were reported lost and won, 
had been in operation for several 
months, with the locale changing 
almost nightiy in an effort to 
avoid police interference. 

Charges against Cooper and 30 
other players were dismissed in 
police court for lack of evidence 
following the arrests. Disposition 
of the other cases is awaiting a 
determination of the legality of 
the search warrant used by police. 

Cooper declined to comment to- 
day on the civil suit filed againat 
him yesterday.

Following the unexpected testi- 
mony by Mrs. Levy, the State’s 
chief witness, in the trial yester- 
day,, Judge Mayfield halted the 
proceedings and sustained a de- 
fense motion for a directed ver- 
dict, releasing Giardano. 
Explaining her change in testi- 
mony to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, Mrs. Levy said: ‘I felt 
when it came to the crisis, with 
that man/facing a sentence of five 
years to life, that I was not 
sure enough that he was the 
right man.” 

At the time of the robbery, Mrs. 
Levy told police three men and a 
woman forced their way into her 
apartment and held her up. She 
told police the robbers might have 
seen her wearing the jewelry at 
Fairmount race track.

A high railroad official said 
“there is bound to be some disloca- 
tion of rail traffic whether the 
strike goes on or not.” Last week 
it was eight hours before some rail- 
way employes received notice that 
the strike had been postponed 
from Saturday until today. 

Trains’Canceled at New York. 

At New York, three railroads— |—— 
the Pennsylvania, New York 
Central and Long Island—volun- 
tarily suspended all or part of 
their trains out of New York 
City this afternoon as the dead- 
line neared, 

The Long Island, which carries 
150,000 passenger daily in and 
out of New York, canceled all 
trains. 

Seven crack passenger trains of 
the Pennsylvania were called off 
and the New York Central held 
its trains in Grand Central Sta- 
tion beyond the departure time 
waiting for developments. 

Fifty extra policemen were 
called out to corral a shoving, 
sweating crowd estimated at 6000 
straining at the gates in Grand 
Central terminal. 


Announcements over the loud 
speaker system were drowned out 
by the shouting tumultuous 
throng. Many climbed through 
open windows, fighting to board 
trains. 


Huge crowds meanwhile had 
jammed subway stations through- 
out the city as many New York 
business firms dismissed employes 
early to enable them to get home 
before the scheduled strike be- 
came effective.

Preparations for Walkout. 

The Office of Defense Trans- 
portation today created a four- 
man transportation command to 
mobilize air, highway, water and 
rail hauling of essential freight 
in event of a rail strike.

operations of ship lines and 
barges, 

To aid in the mobilization of 
the air carriers, J. J. O’Donovan, 
vice president of Pennsylvaniae- 
Central Airlines, was appointed 
assistant for air to ODT Director 
Johnson. 

Johnson also designated G. Lloyd 
Wilson, head of ODT’s freight di- 
vision, to act as co-ordinator and 
liaison agent among the four 
branches of transportation. 

A general embargo order on 
railroad freight was ready. 

“The embargo will be ordered 
within a few minutes after the 
men strike, if they strike, to in- 
sure the movement ef essential 
supplies by as many trains as may 
be running,” an ODT man said. 
He said also the ODT would set 
up a list of commodities to which 
other freight carriers must give 
preference. These orders will af- 
fect water and motor freight 
carriers.

Refusal of engineers and train- 
men, members of out-of-town 
brotherhoods, to accept word of 
Saturday’s postponement except 
from their own union officers, 
delayed four important trains for 
hours.

“Position of Dictators.” 

A. F. Whitney, head of the raill- 
road trainmen, and John L. Lewis, 
miners’ chief, have “clearly put 
themselves in the position of dic- 
tators,” George C. Smith, president 
of the St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce, observed today. 

Smith, who had estimated that 
a rail strike, if prolonged, would 
throw more than 350,000 St. Louis 
area workers out of their jobs, 
commented that, “we apparently 
lack administrative leadership to 
handle this situation.” 

“It is a terribly serious situa- 
tion, the callie has a deep interest 
and should be protected,” Smith 
continued. “However, when we 
communicate with our representa- 
tives in Congress some of them 
reply that there is nothing in the 
Constitution requiring a man to 
work.” Smith said that business 
and industry here favor legisletion 
“making. unions responsible, just 
as industry is held responsible.” 

‘ Bus Capacity Available. 

John A. Breidenthal, Greyhound 
Lines manager, said no extra 

equipment is available for use in 
an emergency, the 270 busses al- 
ready in operation here represent- 
ing all available equipment. From 
10,000 to 15,000 passenger pass 
through the depot in the Union 
Market, Broadway and Delmar, 
each day, and an additfonal 10 per 
cent might be served in the middle 
of the week with present equip- 
ment, he estimated. 

At the Trailways bus depot, 706 
North Broadway, officials said five 
or six private busses might be 
rented in an emergency, but be- 
yond this there would be no expan- 
sion in service, now handling from 
1500 to 2000 persons daily.

“Prompt and vigorous action, 
first by your committee and then 
by the &o ongress, would reassure 
the people of this country that 
their Government is united in a 
firm determination to _ protect 
them from these evils.

The Civilian Production 
Administration reported last week 
that, due mainly to strikes, only 
433,766 passenger cars were pro- 
duced in the 10 months through 
April. It said this was just about 
a normal prewar figure for one 


month. 
Survey to Be Made Later. 

When the 1941 rate is achieved 
and maintained for three months, 
OPA will again survey prices and 
grant any additional increases for 
which manufacturers may qualify 
under the agency’s peacetime pric- 
ing standards. 

The increases announced yester- 
day range from $33 to $167, aver- 
aging about $75 for 16 makes of 
cars built by Chrysler, Ford, Gen- 
eral Motors, Hudson, Nash, Pack- 
ard and Studebaker. 

For tite latter two companies 
the increases compensate for both 
wage boosts and higher prices for 
materials, principally steel, and 
parts. The other five firms re- 
ceived increases for parts and ma- 
terials, Their wage boosts were 
offset earlier by price hikes of $1 
to $60 a car, 

The full amount of the new in- 
creases will be paid by the public. 
Dealers were required to absorb 
part of the previous two, but OPA 
has announced that their prewar 
profit margins will be cut no more. 

The retail increase is effective 
on cars shipped beginning yester- 
day. Previous ceilings were con- 
tinued on all other cars.

HOUSE APPROVES PAY RISE 


BILL FOR CIRCUIT JUDGES 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, May 23 — 
Salaries of circuit judges in St. 
Louis county and Jackson county 
(Kansas City) would be increased 
from $8000 a year to $9000 by a 
judicial salary bill passed by the 
House yesterday afternoon. The 
bill, previously approved by the 
Senate, must be returned to the 
upper House for concurrence ie 
House amendments. 

Salaries of all other circuit 
judges in the state would be fixed 
at $6000 a year. The bill eliminates 
the present flat annual travel al- 
lowanee. of $1200 in single county 
circuits of less than 200,000 popu- 
lation and in circuits made up of 
more than one county, and sub- 
stitutes an allowance of five cents 
a mile for travel, plus other neces- 
sary expense in conducting court 
sessions at points other than the 
place of residence of the judge. 

The House today reconsidered 
the vote by which it defeated an 
emergency clause on the bill, and 
then adopted the clause. This 
would make the bill effective im- 
mediately upon approval: by the 
Governor, if passed by both 
Houses.

FRANCE LIQUIDATING PENAL 
COLONY ON DEVIL'S ISLAND 


Devil’s Island, together with 
other penal colonies in French 
Guiana, is being liquidated by the 
French Government, Maj. Charles 
A. Pean of Paris, a Salvation 
Army officer, said today. 

Maj. Pean; who has led the fight 
for the liquidation of French penal 
colonies in French Guiana, was in 
St. Louis to give a lecture at 8 
o'clock tonight at the Broadway 
Temple of the Salvation Army, 


2315 South Broadway. He was a 
member of the French Commis- 
sion for Penal Reform, which 
sponsored a law passed in 1938 
under which no more Frenchmen 
were to be exiled to the American 
penal colonies, those there were to 
be transferred to institutions in 
France and former convicts still in 
the colonies would be allowed to 
return to France. 


Formerly, any prisoner who had 
served seven years or less was 
forced to spend a length of time 
as a free man in the colony equiv- 
alent to his prison term, before 


being repatriated. Convicts freed 
after serving terms of more than 
seven years were prohibited from 
re-entering France. Repatriation 
under the 1938 law was halted be- 


cause of war, but now {fs being 
resumed, he said, and all of the 
2000 former convicts in the settle- 
ments will be back in France 
within 18 months,

Substitution of buses for streetcars on trunk lines 


will cost St. Leouisans $3,500,000 to $4,000,000 a . 


year in additional carfare if the same service 
standards are te be maintained. Abandonment of 
the Bellefontaine, Cass, City Limits, 18th, Lee, 
Page, Sarah, Tayler and Union lines is already 


under way. 


Streamlined streetcars can supply about 
3 seats at the same cost as 2 seats in the 
latest buses. St. Louls Public Service Com- 
pany’s own figares show that the existing 
ear lines, despite many old ears, are far 
more economical than their latest buses. 


Public Service recently stated that it costs them 43.85¢ 
to run a streetcar one mile, and 35.37c to run a bus the 
same distance. However, the streetcars average 59.1 seats 
as against 36.4 seats for the buses, which means that the 
present cars can supply 131 seats at the same cost as 100 
seats in buses. Yet this comparison is hardly a fair one 


for the streetcars. 
modern design, yet only 200 of 763 cars are streamliners. 


At the other extreme are approximately 300 cars antedat- ° 


ing the first World War, some going back to 1902, all 
excessively heavy, obsolete, and suffering from years of 
neglected maintenance. Some 164 of these cars are still 
operated by two men, yet even their high cost does not 
render the entire street railway system more expensive 


than the bus fleet! 


A fair basis of comparison, modern streetcars vs. 


modern buses, would show that the streetcar can supply 
sg | 50 per cent more seats’ for the same money, 
as well as. giving proportionately more aisle space and 
double lane doors in the bargain. \ This gets down to the 
basic problem that mass transportation, which can never 
equal the speed, convenience and comfort of the private 
automobile, must sell itself on economy or die. You can- 
not crowd real persons into non-existent seats and aisle 
space, nor can you offer economy: with buses on long-haul 
trunk lines. Running side by side, the University car 
patron pays the deficits of the Lindell bus rider. What 
would happen to the fare structure if buses replaced street- 
cars on the major lines is clear: The pass would go first 
as it stimulates riding somewhat faster than revenues, 
after which the token rate would be withdrawn and a 
straight 10 cents charged. Even at the recent hearing to 
abandon 8 lines, Mr. Claude Gray, General Manager of 
Public Service, admitted the superiority of streetcars for 


trunk lines. 


St. Louis streetcars gjve 15 to 20 per cent 
more seats for same fare than motorbuses. 


In prewar years Public Service passed on part of the 
economy of the streetcar to the riders in the form of more 
adequate service. By comparing the revenues collected 
and vehicle miles run by streetcars and buses, and calcu- 
lating the seat-miles operated, we have found that the 
streetcar rider received 20 per cent more seats for his 
money in 1940, 14 per cent more in 1941. Indiscriminate 
destruction of cars reduced the ratio of seats for the 
latter year. In the recent petition to abandon 8 trunk 
streetcar lines, the following interesting data shows up, 
confirming: this practice:

Even at the reduced standard of service, it will cost 
$320,000 a year more to run these 8 lines, Bellefontaine, 
Cass, 18th, Lee, Page, Sarah, Taylor and Union. The 
same reduction of service is planned on the City Limits 
line. Replacement of all city lines at this reduced standard 
of service would cost about $1,500,000 more per year. 
Maintenance of the present standard of service given on 
all car lines, roughly 1,650,000,000 seat-miles per year, 
would cost $16,000,000 annually with motorbus operation, 
or an increase of $3,800;000 above the present cost of 


$12,200,000. 


The superior speed of streamlined street- 
ears, and some clear thinking on this vital 


subject. 


Streamlined streetcars can maintain schedules roughly 
15 per cent faster than buses when making stops of the 
same frequency and duration, and under these conditions 
they can handle many more people, having double lane 
doors for rapid-loading. At the present time these modern 
cars have not been operating to’ bent advantage, being held 
back by older cars on the same lines. 

For the Public Service system, as a whole, the street- 
cars average about 11.5 miles per hour compared to 13.5 
miles per hour for the buses. - However, the streetcars 
operate on the heaviest routes, make the greatest number 
of stops per mile, and carry the most passengers. Their 
rapid loading and quick acceleration are not as spectacu- 
lar as the brief spurts of speed by the buses, and the latter 
have only a slight edge of speed when all conditions in 
the comparison are equal. 

The bus has one advantage in being able to run on 
shorter headways than streetcars. The proposed substi-

tution on 8 city lines shows an increase in mileage of 
38.3 per cent. However, nearly all of this increase will 
be during the rush hours, when vehicles are very close 
together anyway, leaving the mid-day and evening head- 


ways largely the same. 


In view of the manifest superiority of the 
streetcar as a mass transportation vehicle, 
it is clear that non-economic motives are 
dictating the wholesale motorization of 
trank lines, especially as most of the routes 
in question are in excellent physical con- 


dition. 


As far as Public Service alone is concerned, using bus 
substitution as a means of increasing operating expenses 
makes little sense. However, Public Service is controlled 
by National City Lines, a holding company organized 
by certain automotive interests. The latter, Yellow Coach 
(General Motors Subsidiary), Mack Truck, Phillips 
Petroleum and Firestone Tire and Rubber have put 
up the actual resources which National City Lines 
has used to buy into transit properties. A certain Fitz- 
gerald family, their friends and associates, hold nominal 
control with 65 per cent of the common stock, but behind 
them is the bus-rubber-gas interests with heavy holding of 
preferred stock, which stock contains provisions to secure 
direct control if necessary. Completing the chain of 
ownership, National City Lines has working control’ of 
Public Service, owning as of December 31, 1945, 54.7 per 
cent of the latter’s voting stock, or about 10 per cent of 
the total worth of this $51,000,000 transit company. 

Such interlocking corporate structures can operate con- 
trary to the interests of the public. Higher operating ex- 

enses through inefficient bus operation can be used to 
orce a fare increase from the Missouri Public ‘Service 
Commission, as the Public Service Company would fail 
to earn a fair return.on its investment without this in- 
crease, and would probably fall into another receivership 
as well, This same increase in operating expenses would 
in turn go into the pockets of the manufacturers behind 
National City Lines, as payments for equipment and sup- 
plies. The Department of Justice recently dissolved the 
Pullman Company as being in restraint of trade. There is a 
likeness in the operation of National City Lines today and 
as a matter of fact this holding company is being investi- 
gated currently in other cities by the Department of Justice. 
However, practical help may come too late as far as St. Louis 
is concerned. As Jong as regulatory commissions close their 
eyes to the technique outlined above, it will be actively 
exploited. Mr. John L. Wilson, président of Publie 
Service, is already hinting that it might not be possible 
to maintain fares at their present level.

WASHINGTON, May 23 (AP)—

imania, Bulgaria and Hungary. 
| Some diplomatic informants sug-

Americans on the Balkans armi- 
stice problem, fearing revisions 
would lessen British-American au- 
thority there and take al] checks 
off the authority of the Russians 
i'whose armies occupy the coun- 
tries.

Byrnes 
proposed a new set of armistice 
terms for Italy which he said 
would give the Italian Government 
greater power and responsibility 
fin running the country.

BOSTON, May 23 (AP) — Dr. 
Frank H. Lahey, director of the 
Lahey clinic, yesterday reported 
89 successful operations in which 
the patients’ stomachs were re- 
moved completely. 

Addressing the Massachusetts 
Medical Sotiety, Dr. Lahey said 
the gastrectomies were done to re- 
move cancerous or other growths. 
One patient whose stomach was 
removed eight years and seven 
months ago now is alive and well, 
Dr. Lahey added. He said a “sub- 
stitute stomach” is provided for 
these patients through a loop in 
the intestines. 

Dr. Lahey also advised people 
past middle age who have indiges- 
tion that lasts longer than a week 
to submit to X-ray examinations 
because “they may be suffering 
from ulcers or cancer.”

OW much trouble are we having in Germany one year after 
V-E day? Are the Nazis running an effective resistance move- 
ment? Just how strong is the “Werewolf?” Army intelligence 


personnel call the Werewolf a nuisance rather than a menace, They 
say that, as a national or zone-wide organization, the Werewolf 
may not even exist. What does exist, however and what is far more 


significant and disturbing—is the 


Each for himself, and without 
having to conspire with each 
other, today’s German seeks to 
achieve a minimum of effort and 
hardship to himself and a max- 
imum of annoyance and harm to 
his conquerors. 

Acts of sabotage, though more 
frequent than generally assumed, 
are dangerous, hence unpopular. 


Passive Resistance. 


Citizen Werewolf prefers less 
conspicuous weapons such as pas- 
sive resistance against our re 
construction and de-Nazification 
efforts; the spreading of vicious 
rumors and hostile propaganda, 
and black market activities on an 
unheard-of scale. 

Among the propaganda devices 
which the average German rightly 
considers useful to himself and 
costly to the “invader” is the no- 
tion of a starving Germany, of 
people collapsing in the streets 
from malnutrition. 

The Werewolf, as I’ve said, is 
more than a Nazi resistance move- 
ment of minor consequence; it is 
a national state of mind. 

No organization is needed where 
millions of individuals know their 
target and, in every given situa- 
tion, will act as if commanded 
from some underground head- 
quarters. 

Here are two examples, out of 
hundreds, of how this state of 
mind manifests itself under un- 

American eyes: 

A recent broadcast, emanating 
from the German-run, American- 
controlled Radio Stuttgart and de- 
signed for children, proposed, in 
the words of the speaker, “to 
take you on a wondrous voyage, 
out of our ruined cities and the 
daily miseries of our lives, to a 
faraway country, which, however, 
will indeed remind you of our own 
dear Germany.” 

Off they go, clear to China, to 
gee how the valiant Chinese, a 
people of great culture and the 
greatest endurance, are invaded 
by a barbarous enemy; how their 
cities burn and their innocent 
women die with their small chil- 
dren; how the whole nation is oh 
the move, fleeing before the un- 
provoked onslaught; how hard- 
working scientists, determined 
not to let their secrets fall into 
hostile hands, hide in the farthest 
corners of the country to con- 
tinue their work for the ultimate 
resurrection of the fatherland. 


Even without the introductory |, 


remark this educational presen- 
tation would not have lacked clar- 


ity. 

Every insult hurled at the Japa- 
nese—never mind the late Axis— 
struck at the Allies. Every bou- 
quet flung at the people of China 
landed in its proper—German— 
place. 

Americans Taken In. 


Another incident, even more 
vicious, took place at Hitler’s 
house of German art in Munich, 
where the Third United States 
Army threw a party. 

The decoration of the rooms, as 
well as the composition of the 
program, had been entrusted to a 
group of Munich artists whose 
merry-making talents were taken 
for granted. 

But if even the parades and pro- 
cessions of the early evening 
hours were devoid of gaiety—gory 
skeletons walked with hollow- 
cheeked beggars and macabre 
cripples and devils—later offer- 
ings bordered on the scandalous. 

There were, above all, the air- 
raid sirens. Howling in ever 
shorter intervals and ever increas- 
ing strength, they sounded hor- 
ridly genuine. 

Germans Shocked. 

To many Americans 
they were just a big noise. 
to some 
dancers, bartenders, musicians, 
and so on—they were a nervous 
ordeal of the highest order. With 
their city in American-made ruins, 
they could not but be shocked by 
what they thought. the most re- 
volting display of American taste- 
lessness and brutality. 

It was quite a party—in spite of 
the banshees. The more the spir- 
its rose and the less any guest 
was therefore likely to protest, 
the bolder the program grew. 

In the end there appeared a 
group of corpse-like jokers, wear- 
ing the striped suits of the in- 
mates of Buchenwald. One of 
them, his eyes rolled back, car- 
ried the gallows on which he 
seemed to hang. 

Thoughtlessly, a few American 
officers had themselves photo- 
graphed. Their legs crossed, they 
sat smilingly at the hanged 
man’s feet. 

Early next morning the story 
‘“broke” in the city. 

What the people of Munich told 
—and keep telling—each other 
about the “Amerikanerfest,” sur- 
passes in hostilitv anything that 
even the most brill: ntly orga- 
nized hate-campaign would be 
able to produce.

A little military government 
captain told a cluster of frauleins 
and fraus: 

“As an American, I consider it 
my privilege to be anti-Semitic!” 

The remark prompted no coms 
ment. Very handsome in _ the 
Parisian evening gowns, the Ger- 
Man women nodded in smiling 
agreement and the captain went 
on: 

“These unprintable Jews!” he 
screamed. . “These displaced per- 
sons—unprintables. They’re short 
o’ clothes, we’re told; why, sure, 
they are lazy, overstuffed crooks, 
getting so fat, they want new 
clothes every week.” 

He was stationed at X—, where 
6000 Jewish displaced persons 
were living in barracks built for 
2500 Wehrmacht soldiers. The 
UNRRA official in charge had 
recently resigned in protest 
against the inhuman and danger- 
ously unsanitary conditions pre- 
vailing at the camp. 

The captain was fairly drunk. 
“Well, Major,” he yelled, “aren't 
you going to back me?” 

The major, somewhat less ex- 
pansive, gravely confirmed -the 
charges. 

“See, we're all of one mind in 
this man’s army!” 

In an adjoining room, our host, 
an attractive American in formal 
full dress, was dancing with his 
wife, talking German to her. 

“Etwas Laut”’—a bit noisy—he 
said. 


American with Influence. 


Dr. Manfred Curry from Bos- 
ton, moved to Nazi Germany in 
1935. He got married there — 
to the luscious redhead, our hos- 
tess, a woman well known and 
liked in leading German circles. 

Owing, perhaps, to the influence 
of his wife, the former Mrs. Fritz 
Thyssen, Dr. Curry was never mo- 
lested during the entire war. He 
enjoyed life under the Nazis, just 
as he was enjoying it now. 

Tonight’s dinner — a _ black- 
market affair—had a dreamlike 
quality. ° 

Evidently, that Jewish chap 
over there — an American medi- 
cal officer of some influence— 
didn’t like the conversation which 
so pleased the Germans. 

And what was that other cap- 
tain telling that correspondent 
whom nobody knew? Here is 
what he told me: 

“Curry,” he said, “knowg his 
stuff. He wants a factory un- 
frozen he is interested in—Junk- 
ers parts and that sort of busi- 
ness. That is why military gov- 
ernment has been asked here in 
force. Our doc, too, is here for 
a reason. Curry wants another 
hospital to be turned over to him. 
Boy, what a racket!” 


The ‘War With Russia.’ 


He shrugged disgustedly. Mrs. 
Thyssen-Curry ‘approached for a 
chat, 

“As a newspaper correspondent,” 
she said to me, “you can likely 
tell me when war with Russia 
will break out. Manfred says 
maybe in 10 days. You agree, 
I did not. 

Mrs. Curry said that all Ger- 
many thought the war imminent, 
because so many Americans said 
so and also because of Church- 
ill’s speech,” and “Mr. Churchill,” 
she added sweetly, “has been the 
German national hero for so long 


‘that habitually we believe him.” 


Parties like this one were going 
on nightly in scores of mansions, 
castles and hunting lodges all over 
the United States zone. While 
tens of thousands of American 
soldiers declined to partake in” 
pleasures which, they knew, were 
offered in the spirit of exchange, 
hundreds kept accepting. 

Nor were the captain and the 
major alone among their country- 
men in teaching the Germans that 
racial hatred was no prerogative 
of theirs. 

Our hostess, however, was right. 
According to some Americans our 
war against Ryssia was about to 
begin. 

Abusing the “Limies,” the 
“Frogs” and the rest of our allies 
with equal fervor, these ambas- 
sadors of ill will made it appear 
as if the struggle to come would 
find us at the side of the resur- 
rected “master race.” Hence the

Senator George D. Aiken (Rep.) 
Vermont, who for years has been 
pressing unsuccessfully for a full 
congressional inquiry into what 
he describes as “the shipping 
scandal,” told the Post-Dispatch: 
“I'm glad to see a congressional 
body, somewhat belatedly, of 
course, at last take cognizance of 
the bad situation that existed dur- 
ing the war in the letting of con- 
tracts for ship construction. But 
nothing but a sweeping inquiry 
will bring out all the facts.” 


Editorial Put in Record. 

Aiken placed in the Congres- 
sional Record -the Post-Dispatch 
editorial of last Saturday review- 
ing some of the astonishing prof- 
its made by shipbuilders and oper- 
ators during the war and calling 
for an investigation by a congres- 
sional committee. 

The Appropriations Committee, 
although controlled by Democrats, 
minced no words in censuring 
Adm, Land. Its comments were 
made in reporting out a Navy 
appropriation bill. The committee 
reduced the request of the Mari- 
time Commission for administra- 
tive expenses from $17,590,000 to 
$14,900,000, and in so doing ex- 
pressed strong dissatisfaction with 
the bookkeeping and accounting 
methods used by the commission 
and the WSA during the war. 

Refusing to grant $800,000 to the 
commission for a reallocation on 
the books of wartime shipbuild- 
ing material costs, the commit- 
tee said: “This cost-allocation 
work should have been performed 
at the time the contracts were in 
progress in order that accurate 
cost-accounting, figures might 
then have been at hand and op- 
portunity thus afforded for ade- 
quate comparisons between con- 
struction costs of various ships at 
various yards. 

Censure for Land. 

“The committee regards the 
failure to do this at the time as 
evidence of a complete disregard 
for proper accounting procedures 
and considers that the then- 
existing War Shipping Adminis- 
trator, V. Adm. Emory Land, is 
deserving of censure for the fail- 
ure to require performance of_ this 
work, 

“In order that the committee 
might become better informed on 
several items of information that 
had come to its attention concern- 
ing evidence of inexcusable laxity 
in proper administration of the 
WSA during the war, the com- 
mittee called before it the Comp- 
troller-General (Lindsay Warren) 


of the United States, whose testi- 
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mony served only to confirm opin- 
ions already entertained by the 
committee concerning these short- 
comings. 

“Comptroller-General Warren, in 
the course of the hearings, stated 


that ‘we have felt and have ex- 
pressed time after time that we 
were not receiving from them the 
co-operation we should have re- 
ceived. At the same time, I think 
we have called to their attention, 
and have reported to the Con- 
gress, a number of irregularities, 
extravagances and bad business 
methods, as well as insufficiency 
of their records,’” 


Present Officers Not Criticized. 
The committee said pointedly 
that it wished to make clear that 
its criticism of these errors of the 
past do not extend to the present 
administration of the WSA, or to 
those now responsible for the 
auditing of the wartime construc- 
tion contracts. As already told in 
the Post-Dispatch, after Land de- 
parted from the commission and 
the WSA, the remaining members 
of the commission summarily re- 
moved its chief finance officer, R. 
Earl Anderson, who subsequently 
sought appointment to the com- 
mission itself, unsuccessfully. 


“These were sins of the past,”|1

Stimson Says Attack on Japs Was 
Considered by F.D.R. Late in 1941 


Committee to Make 


Report Later—Late 


Premier Konoye’s Memoirs Put Into Rec-

WASHINGTON, May 23 (AP)— 


HE congressional Pearl Harbor investigation ended today with a 
statement by former Secretary of War Stimson that President 
Roosevelt “was undoubtedly considering” an attack on Japanese 


forces threatening South Asia late in 1941. 


To his recollection, however, 
Stimson told the Senate-House in- 
quiry committee in written re 
sponses to a series of questions 
submitted by Senator Ferguson 
(Rep.), Michigan, the late Presi- 


dent never formally announced 
any decision of this kind to top 
military advisers. Nor would he 
have acted without the consent of 
Congress, Stimson added. 

Stimson’s answers went into the 
committee’s record along with re- 
plies by former Secretary of State 
Hull to 169 additional questions, 
mostly about reputed agreements 
with the British for parallel ac- 
tion before the Dec. 7, 1941, attack. 
Hull denied knowledge -of any 
such agreements, 

The committee rejected, 3 to 1, 
a demand by Senator Brewster 
(Rep.), Maine, that it look into 
State Department files he con- 
tended might contain information 
on 1200 to 1500 prewar messages 
exchanged by Roosevelt and 
Prime Minister Churchill and 
which might have a bearing on 
“the preliminaries to our becom- 
ing involved in the war.” 

Konoye Memoirs, 

Committee attaches said the 
record, now closed to further evi- 
dence, includes 181 exhibits and 
will fill 36 printed volumes of 800 
pages each—approximately 8,500,- 
000 words. Included in the record 
was a copy of the memoirs of 
Prince Konoye, Japanese premier, 
whose cabinet fell in October 1941. 

By Konoye’s account, he pressed 
peace negotiations with the Unit- 
ed States in godd faith. However, 
the Prince quoted Foreign Minis- 
ter Matsuoka of his second Cabi- 
net as expressing conviction in 
May 1941 that President Roosevelt 
“was apparently determined to 
enter” the European war. 

Chairman Barkley (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, called the committee _ to- 
gether today to receive these docu- 
ments formally and to act on a 
suggestion that it request an ad- 
ditional 30 days to complete its 
report. The current deadline set 
by Congress is June 1. The in- 


vestigation began last Nov. 15. 


The committee last March re- 
ceived a 20,000-word statement 
from Stimson covering his recol- 
lection of events preceding Pearl 
Harbor. In it, Stimson said the 
President's “war cabinet” reached 
the conclusion at a meeting Nov. 
28—10 days before Pearl Harbor— 
that the United States should in- 
tervene with force if Japan 
moved against British or Dutch 
territory in South Asia. 


The so-called war cabinet was 
composed of Hull, Stimson, Sec- 
ret of the Navy Knox, Gen. 
George C. Marshall and Adm. Har- 
old R. Stark. 


Stimson, in ill health, did not 
appear before the committee in 
person, so Ferguson drafted 61 
questions in the nature of a cross- 
examination. On the point of the 
Nov, 28 meeting, Ferguson asked 
whether the war cabinet’s advice 
was “accepted and did it become 
our Government policy prior to 
the Pearl Harbor attack?” 


Stimson on U.S. Policy. 
Stimson wrote in reply that “It 
has always deen the and 
permanent policy of the United 
States Government to defend it- 
self and its possessions.” (The 
military view was that a south- 
ward Japanese movement would 

flank the Philippine islands.) 


Saying Congress had affirmed 
that view through passage of the 
draft and lend-lease acts, he add- 
ed that the President was prepar- 
ing a “further warning” to Japan 
after the Nov. 28 war cabinet 
meeting and was considering a 
special telegram to the Emperor 
of Japan, Stimson continued: 


“I do not recollect that the 
President prior to Dec. 7 formal- 
ly announced any: decision on his 
part to fight if the Japanese 
passed the point in question, but 
he was undoubtedly considering 
such a decision most seriously be- 
cause it was the advice of his 
best qualified advisers.” 

Stimson sald, too, that in his 
opinion Roosevelt intended to go 
to Congress before ordering any 
attack on the Japanese.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

' Your comment on the Wagner-Mur- 
ray-Dingell bill continues to be very ap- 
pealing—to the uninformed. 

The Selective Service figures so com- 
monly used to show the “shocking” state 
of our nation’s health have been thor- 
oughly discredited. Of the 5,000,000 4Fs 
that the proponents of the bill wave in 
our faces, only 1,500,000 were rejected 
for reasons which might be interpreted 
as being correctible by medical care. It 
is more than problematical that any pro- 
gram of medical care could have sub- 
stantially altered this figure. 

Medical care, you know, is not synony- 
mous with national health. Medical care 
is actually a small factor in the nation’s 
health. Housing, nutrition, education 
and an improved economy are far great- 
er elements. Please don’t ask medicine 
to take the rap for all our social and 
economic ills. 

The building of hospitals, medical 
centers, Federal aid for research—all 
these proposals are supported by the 
medical profession. But that doesn’t 
mean we have to pass the WMD bill to 
obtain them. 

Have you told John Q. Public that if 
he wishes to consult a specialist under 
that bill, he may do so only if his at- 
tending physician also desires such con- 
sultation, or if it is approved by the 
medical administrative officer? Other- 
wise he does without. Can you twist 
that around and make it conform to the 
word “freedom” you so freely toss about? 
Do you want an administrative officer 
to stand between you and a doctor? 

The proposed program would require 
an addition of 1,500,000 persons to the 
Government payroll. But, of course, 
favoritism and political administration 
couldn't possibly enter the picture and 
refiect on the quality of medical care. 

The get-something-for-nothing angle 
hasn’t been underplayed, either. Does the 
public know that the self-employed— 
farmers,, for instance—pay 5 per cent 
of their incomes? On $3600 that is $180 
per year or 50 cents per day! If there 
are three or four employes in a family, 
each pays 4 per cent of his income. A 
salaried man with an income of $5000 
pays $144 per year — the same as a 
movie actor with a salary of $200,000. 

We freely admit that the indigent need 
medical care, but this bill is not de- 
signed to provide for them. We also 
admit that illness can be a disaster to 
a family and there may be a place for 
Government aid to extreme cases. We 
also desire extended medical care, more 
hospitals, medical centers and concen- 
trated research. 

But Wagner-Murray-Dingell' Maybe

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The Attack on Mr. Bowles 


After withstanding charges of Communism 
(and of anarchism, which cannot live in the same 
air with Communism), Chester Bowles finally 
stands accused of moral dishonesty. Irresponsi- 
bles have said it for months. Senator Taft, whose 
position should make him responsible, said it the 
other night on the radio. He said that he and 
other Senators believe Bowles's hands must be 
tied by over-detailed legislation because the man 
cannot be trusted. 

Is that true? Or does it merely mean that 
anyone who would conspire for inflation would 
use foul play against anyone who stood ‘in the 
way? Or, as far as Taft is concerned, is the 
accuser only being once again partisan. and 
blind? Let's review the evidence. 

No question of Bowles’s integrity seems to 
have arisen before Aug. 18, 1945. On that day 
President Truman announcéd that wages might 
be increased without limit so long as they did 
not require raised prices—as though wages and 
prices are not closely linked. Truman, Wallace, 
Snyder, Schwellenbach and others then pro- 
claimed that many industries had margin to per- 
mit very large wage increases under this policy. 
Note, however, that. Bowles did not subscribe to 
such doctrine, for he took no part in whooping 
it up. What, then, was he to do? 

1. He could resign. But then he.would have 
abandoned the fight against inflation to which he 
was pledged. If he remained, ‘he had a chance 
to talk Truman around. 

2. He could make commensurate price in- 
creases as wages rose. That would have been 
the course of least resistance. It would have 
avoided the profit squeezes and strikes which 
have brought denunciation on hi¢head. But in- 
flation would then have gone very far without 
obtruding itself on the President’s attention; price 
control would meanwhile have been wrecked be- 
yond repair. 

3. Or he could obey orders, hold stubbornly 
to existing price ceilings and precipitate a crisis 
as soon as possible, before the wage inflation 
had done too much irreparable damage. Mean- 
while, he could plead behind the scenes for the 
President to renounce his unsound policy. 

That is exactly what he did. When the steel 
strike brought the crisis, he won the greater part 
of his purpose. A limit on wage increases was 
re-established, and Bowles, who had previously 
had no voice in wage administration, was put 
in charge of both prices and wages. 

Of course, Bowles’s purpose could not be clear- 


ly discerned at the time. Until wage control was 


restored, he necessarily looked like a double- 
dealer, and could have escaped that appearance 


' only by resigning. He must have known that his 


motives would be impugned. But he played it 
out, anyhow. 

That the man is neither a double-dealer nor 
an official bent on regimenting free business into 
Socialism is clearly demonstrated by subsequent 


events. As soon as Truman reached a workable. 


wage-price policy, Bowles (and Paul Porter as 
the new OPA Administrator) promptly began 
making needed price adjustments. They have 
raised many ceilings to restore wage-squeezed 
profit incentives and get expanding production; 
they have removed no-longer-necessary ceilings. 
from 3000 items with an aggregate annual sales 
volume of 10 billion dollars. Bowles and Porter 
are doing a good job today, and will do a still 
better one if they are given the statesmanlike 
kind of extension Price Control Act proposed by 
the Committee for Economic Development. 

Bowles, of course, has made mistakes. But the 
fact remains that he did an extraordinary job 
during the war and that he later played a diffi- 
cult and courageous role while his chief and as- 
sociates were wallowing in confusion. 

The confused ones finally got sense and re- 
canted. Anyone who still demands scalps should 
go after Truman, Wallace, Snyder, Schwellenbach 
and others—but not after Bowles. To condemn 
Bowles’s integrity for his part in this trying in- 
terval is to do him great injustice.

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Wasteful Electric Competition 

Residents of metropolitan St. Louis have be- 
come involuntary contributors to a wasteful 
competition between Union Electric and the 
Crawford Electric Co-operative. That became 
clear with the announcement that UE and the 
co-op are racing to build extensive rural lines 
in Franklin and Jefferson Counties. 

Under UE's system-wide residential rate 
schedule of May 1, costs have been shifted from 
rural te urban consumers. This shift is at least 
partly responsible for UE’s ability to offer rural 
rates which the co-op says it cannot meet. 

Urban consumers finance the co-op’s effort by 
tax payments into REA loan funds. No objec- 
tion to that. If urban utility companies here 
and elsewhere get the choicer part of the rural 
market, however, the co-ops, as REA Adminis- 
trator Claude R. Wickard said in St. Louis Tues- 
day, will need outright grants as well as loans 
to serve the less choice parts. Otherwise, the 
fine public purpose of electrifying millions of 


farms will fall short because the predatory en-— 


croachment of urban utilities has left only high- 
cost and low-revenue markets to the co-ops. 
Thus there arises a general presumption that 
the co-op has the better right to the Jefferson- 
Franklin lines. For, on the one hand, they 
would be skimmed milk to UE; it will serve 
them under rates that do injustice to its prin- 
cipal urban market. On the other hand, they 
are the cream of the co-op’s potential market. 
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Without them, it could not—except with direct 
public grants—serve the still “thinner’’ territory 
in which UE has no present or future interest. 
Wherever the merits lie, the question is in 
the province of the State Public Service Com- 
mission. To be sure, the commission paved the 
way for this uneconomic race by accepting UE’s 
system-wide rates, and it denied the City of St. 
Louis the due process of a hearing. An ap- 
peal from the eo-op, however, might convince 


. the commission that the policy also leads to con- 


sequences more damaging than discrimination 
against urban consumers.

Short View of the Housing Crisis 

What the local building industry needs is to 
look through the top of its bifocals. Evidence 
that both contractors and unions are near- 
sighted, and occupied with remembrance of 
things past, is presented in this newspaper's 
series of articles on the housing crisis. 

Somewhere back in the dead depression, both 
construction employers and employes bécame 
enamored of the idea that scarcity meant safety 
for themselves. At that point, their thoughts 
froze. So today, there is a shortage of skilled 
labor and apprentice-replacements, and nearly 
everyone in the industry regards prefabrication 
with fright. 

The building trades unions, led by John J. 
Church, contend that there is an adequate labor 
supply. Yet not many more construction work- 
ers are available than before the war,.despite the 
present emergency. Mr. Church also holds that 
prefabricated houses are poor buys, flimsy 
“piano boxes.” ‘Thus he tries to put unselfish 
principle into what really is the industry's fear 
that faster construction will cost jobs and profits. 

These ideas stem from the idleness of 14 years 
ago but, as the ant said to the grasshopper, eon- 
ditions have changed. The danger that there 
won't be enough construction jobs is far in the 
past; the danger now is that there won't be 
enough skilled men for the jobs. In view of the 


, acute housing shortage, maintenance of a scar- 


city of skilled workers curbs employment and 
restricts construction. 

The building industry’s objection to prefabri- 
cation is even more short-sighted. When will 
it realize that, when so many want homes, pro- 
duction is more profitable than restrictions? 
Prefabrication offers one way out of the pres- 
ent materials shortage which, by limiting work 
on conventional housing, puts a lid on both em- 
ployment and builders’ income. 

Prefabrication will be handled on the East 
Side, by AFL Carpenters’ Local 169. But in 
St. Louis, Mr. Church holds out against “atro- 
cious contraptions.” While prefabricated build- 
ings, like any other product, or like conven- 
tional houses, may be good or bad, Mr. Church 
sees only the bad. He does not even admit that 
prefabrication is here to stay, underwritten, by 
the Government’s new housing program. 

When the bare necessity of shelter drives 
families frantic, prefabrication certainly is 
needed to provide temporary emergency hous- 
ing. Such building industry spokesmen as Mr. 
Church prefer permanent housing to what he 
calls “juke-box houses.” But what of the four- 
room cracker-box houses, going up everywhere 
at exorbitant prices, which will be with us un- 
til they are torn down as slums? Should we 
prefer that sort of permanency? 

Between an enforced labor shortage and re- 
jection of prefabrication, the building industry 
has conjured up visions of 1932 in 1946. But 
the industry does not think of itself—it only 
thinks it thinks of itself, while the public thinks 
of homes that do not appear. With their myopic 
vision, the builders and the unions delay home 
eonstruction and limit their own prosperity. 
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Who's s What Size? 


The decision of an English hotel to charge for 
dogs “according to their size and social stand- 
ing” carries implications which could easily 
make protocol a hollow shell, if it is not one 
already. Social values are social values, what- 
ever the society, and from the canine to the 
human being it is, in fundamentals like these, 
only a whoop and a holler. 

To rank people by sizes as well as by social 
standing would be bound to lead to confusion, 
contradictions and unpleasantnesses. It would 
inevitably bring up questions of the relative im- 
portance of background and area. There would 
always be the danger that sooner or later it 
would occur to someone that size is a lot more 
scientific yardstick than social standing, anyhow. 
At or near this point, social standing would be 
standing in the alley. 

The English hotel had better take second 
thought and simply adopt a flat rate. It may 
lose a little money that way, but it won't lose 
any sleep.

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Vote of Confidence for Byrnes 

While Secretary Byrnes could not bring back 
a report of Big Four unity from the Paris meet- 
ing of Foreign Ministers, his conduct of the mis- 
sion has produced a yaluable result after all— 
domestic unity in.support of the foreign policy 
our representatives followed at the conference. 
This domestic unity, as expressed in Senator 
Vandenberg’s speech and the bi-partisan in- 
dorsements that accompanied it, is sure to pro- 
vide a solid foundation in working for interna- 
tional unity. 

One of Woodrow Wilson's great handicaps at 
Paris 27 years ago was the lack of united sup- 
port at home. This weakened his hand in nego- 
tiating with the other nations’ spokesmen, and 
caused him to compromise time and again in 
the hope of winning dissatisfied Senators over 
to his cause. 

By the tone of Mr. Vandenberg’s speech, and 
the support of other Republicans, in addition to 
even such intransigent Democrats as Wheeler of 
Montana, Mr. Byrnes and President Truman will 
be spared such difficulties. They are profiting 
by the wisdom of President Roosevelt in launch- 
ing the peace-making on a bi-partisan basis, The 
bi-partisan unity this has produced is a fine 
demonstration of that sound old principle, “‘Poli- 
tics stops at the water’s edge.” 

Mr. Byrnes is not the greatest Secretary of 
State this country has had, but he merits praise 
for so carrying out his duty as to receive what 
amounts to a vote of confidence, despite the 
conference deadlock. The general agreement on 
our country’s course will greatly strengthen 
American prestige when the conference meets 
again on June 15.

Lewis has adopted a “stand and deliver” attitude and has refused to 
bargain, editorial says; he especially refuses to negotiate on demand 
of for welfare fund; however much allowance is needed, operators 
have good reason to question how union boss might use the money. 


From the Chicago Daily News 


John L. Lewis granted a two weeks’ 
truce in the coal strike “while efforts to 
negotiate a contract continue.” He has 
laid it down as a condition that any wage 
increases to be granted shall be retroactive 
over this two weeks’ period. To this there 
probably will be no objection. 


As it happens, this is the first intimation 
the public has had from Mr. Lewis that 
wage increases are concerned in the strike. 
Indeed, it is the first intimation we have 
had that Mr. Lewis has been engaged in 
“negotiations.” 

While we are waiting for him to enlight- 
en us further about the situation, we can 
pass the time looking at the issues of the 
strike as they have become known to date. 
Everybody knows that coal mining is a 
hard and dangerous occupation whose re- 
wards have not been as attractive, particu- 
larly to young men, as those that can be, 
found in some other kinds of employment. 


That there should be an improvement in 
the earnings and working conditions of the 
miners is admitted. The operators them- 
selves have proposed to reduce hours and 
to increase wages by the full amount set 
in the “national pattern” of industrial 
strike settlements. 

A large number of people are unable to 
believe the fact that no issue over hours 
and wages has yet been drawn between 
the operators and the union. John L. Lewis 
has not even made a demand on these mat- 
ters, 


Stalling on Safety Rules 


At the beginning of the “negotiations” a 
sort of issue did arise between the op- 
erators and the union over safety rules, 
Lewis demanded that safety recommenda- 
tions by the Federal Bureau of Mines be 
accepted by the operators. They countered 
with the proposal that they would join with 
the union in drafting a model safety statute 
for adoption by the legislatures of all states 
where coal is mined. To us, this smacked 
of stalling. Editorially, we urged the op- 
erators to accept the proposal on safety. 

But that question is not holding up nego- 
tiations. It has not been negotiated. Noth- 
ing is being negotiated. What has held up 
negotiations? 

Lewis declared he would not meet or talk 
with the operators unless they agreed in 


principle to a particular form of welfare 
fund of a particular amount. He demanded 
a welfare fund, to be administered solely 
by the union for purposes to be determined 
solely by the union. ° 


The operators made a counter-proposal. 
They said they were willing to discuss a 
fund, to which employers and employes 
would contribute jointly, to be administered 
by a joint board. This follows honorable 
precedents in several industries. Such plans 
have been highly praised by labor’s spokes- 
men. 

Why should this question not be subject 
to negotiation? How can Lewis justify his 
position that he will not negotiate this 
question, or any other question, until his 
proposal is swallowed complete? 


A Negation of Bargaining 


There is certainly much more precedent 
to support the operators’ offer. The type 
of welfare fund they suggest has been es- 
tablished in industries famous for their 
excellent employe relations, 

In labor negotiation, the “or else” tech- 
nique should not be applied ¢o any single 
question, even the most meritorious. 
the complete negation of collective bar- 


gaining. If that term means anything, it _ 


means that the parties are entitled to weigh 
one advantage against another, one cost 
against another, or a cost against a recip- 
rocal gain. 

In this situation, Lewis has refused to 
bargain. His refusal has been quite as ar- 
rogant as any big employer’s at any time, 
before the Wagner Act or afterward. He 
has said, concerning one major point, 
“Stand and deliver.” 

The operators have reason to question 
the use Lewis would make of a “welfare” 
fund. He has a record. He used $500,000 
of union funds as a contribution to one of 
Roosevelt’s campaigns. 

He never denied it. He proclaimed it. 
He never apologized for it. But he later 
condemned Roosevelt on the ground that 
he was ungrateful and had not stayed 
bought. 

The American people, as well as the 
mine operators, have reason to question 
the wisdom of the new pattern Lewis seeks 
to establish, 


Kagawa Is Persona Non Grata

The truth is Dr. Kagawa attempted to 
carry water on both shoulders, and it has 
taken Allied headquarters finally to trip 
him up,

Varying Opinions of China 
Presented by Two Writers 


“Chungking Listening Post,” by Mark Tennien. (Cre- 
ative Age Press, New York.) 
“Our Neighbors, the Chinese,” by Vaughan White. 

(Rinehart & Co., New York.) : 

These two books on China are widely 
apart in origin and purpose, and are cer- 
tainly far separated in their political an- 
alysis. 

Since American missionaries have not al- 
ways been the best influence in China, it 
is pleasant to report that the first book 
comes from a representative of one of the 
best groups of religious worke e men 
of Maryknoll, who have a splendid reputa- 
tion for relating their Gospel to Chinese life. 

Mark Tennien became a legendary figure 
in China in 1942-43, working as a control 
station for the activities of the 50 Mary- 
knoll missions from Sinkiang to Shanghai. 
Maryknollers were partisan; they supported 
the Chinese. Tennien was in Chungking 
also to make broadcasts over Radio Sta- 
tion WGOY, and hence became the center 
of a vast network of information about 
what was going on in China. 

Politically, though, Tennien seems to have 
overlooked China’s great internal cleavage, 
He repeats guilelessly the statement of a 
Nationalist official that the Yenan Govern- 
ment opposed unity, that “everyone knew 
the Communists do not want a settlement 
with the National Government.” Actually, 
of course, the last 16 years have continu- 
ously witnessed Nationalist failure to stick 
to stipulated agreements, while the Yenan 
record is excellent. 

* . * 

Vaughan White’s popular history and de 
scription of the Chinese people does not 
fall into such traps. The author labels 
Chiang a “realistic dictator.” While dubi- 
ous that Marxism will succeed immediately 
as the mode of government for China, she 
is more than lukewarm to what the 95,- 
000,000 Chinese Reds have done in North 
China, while the Government in Chungking 
wallowed in corruption. 

Miss White, born in Canton, includes 
much material of a definitive nature. Her 
chapter on the Chinese peasant will do 
much to correct popular misconceptions. 

Both books are very much worth their 
price for what they do in that geographical 
darkness of the Far East whose future 
is so inextricably that of ours and the 
world. China is a lesson that can be 
learned only by such windows on its an- 


cient wisdom.

A Study of UN Economic Council 


“The United Nations Economie and Social Council,” 


by Dr, Herman Finer, (World Peace Foundation, 

Boston.) 

The objective of the United Nations Eco- 
nomic and Social Council is the achieve- 
ment of economic and cultural stability, 
higher standards of living, full employment 
and economic and social progress, The 
UN Charter leaves the responsibility of at- 
taining these goals largely with the Coun- 
cil, which may make studies, reports and 
recommendations. 

One of the great obstacles besetting the 
Council is the task of co-ordinating ac- 
tivities among those international agencies 
which already exist, for some of them tend 
to overlap. The problem is made more com- 
plex by a need for many new agencies. An-. 
other problem rises out of the limited au- 
thority provided by the Charter. Since 
there is no coercive authority vested in 
the Council, it must employ the civilized, 
but sometimes confusing, methods of de 
bate and promotion. 

From Dr. Finer’s study, a thoroughly ob- 
jective analysis, one can only conclude that 
the success or failure of the UN is entirely 
dependent upon the persons selected to ef- 
fect international co-operation. 
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Diagnosis of a Failure 


HEY say that the President is much disturbed, as he well may 
be, by the failure to get anywhere in making peace. Some good 


may come out of this if he 


and Mr, Byrnes will admit that 


there may be something radically wrong with the strategical con- 
ception and planning of their diplomatic campaign. 


Yet that is something which no 
one, who has had a hand in mak- 


ing the policy which we have fol- 
lowed since Roosevelt’s death, 
likes to admit or feels compelled 
to admit. For the Russians have 
behaved so badly, so rudely, so 
crudely and so aggressively, that 
they provide a most plausible ex-. 
planation for any kind of diplo- 
matic failure on our ‘part. 


We Still Hold Some Aces. 


Nevertheless, it is not a good 
explanation to say that we are 
losing the game because our op- 
ponents play their aces and their 
trumps, It was obvious more than 
a year that the Russians 
would play their cards for all they 
were worth. But we had, and 
still have, plenty of aces and 
trumps of our own. So, looking 
at the score after 12 months, it 
is certainly a fair question to 
ask whether we are playing our 
own hand well. 

It has, moreover, long been 
clear what was fundamentally 
wrong in our post-armistice diplo- 
macy. It is that Mr. Stettinius at 
the beginning and Mr. Byrnes 
after him—for they have had the 
same advisers on the crucial ques- 
tions in Europe — allowed them- 
selves to be distracted and di- 
verted from the primary to the 
secondary issues. 

It is easy to see how this hap- 
pened. Germany was prostrate in 
defeat: on the other hand, the 
Red Army had overrun Central 
and Eastern Europe, and the 
Soviets were pushing into the 
Mediterranean and the Middle 
East. What was more. natural 
than to leave Germany to one side 
and to sally forth to check the 
Russians? 


Our “Guerrilla Diplomacy.” 


When I argue that our policy 
has been mistakenly conceived, I 
do not mean that it is a mistake 
to check the Russian expansion. 
I mean that it was a mistake to 
think that it could be checked 
by guerrilla diplomacy in the Bal- 
kans and in the Middle East. If 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff had dealt 
with the war as the State De- 

ment has dealt with the peace, 
we might still be fighting costly 
little campaigns in all the subor- 
dinate theaters. 

I remember well hearing Gen. 
Marshall say how, sitting at his 
desk in Washington, he was bom- 
barded with urgent pleas for more 
and more troops and more and) 
more supplies from each of his 
many theater commanders. Each 
had an excellent case. But if he 
and Adm. King had yielded, they 
would have dispersed American 
power all over the globe, and 
would never have been able to 
concentrate the force that LHisen- 
hower, MacArthur and Nimitz 
needed to force a decision. 

Gen. Marshall, I believe, used to 
call his troubles “theateritis,” and 
recognizing it as a well-known 
military disease, the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff stood firm in insisting 
that our main effort must be con- 
' eentrated in the main theaters. 
This was hard on the secondary 
theaters. But it was strategy and 
generalship. 

Now the State Department has 
fallen into the error which the 


| Joint Chiefs of Staff saw and re- 
sisted, It has spent itself, with lit- 
tle to show for its efforts, on Po- 
land, Romania, Hungary, Bulgar- 
ia, Greece, Iran, Trieste and Ital- 
ian colonies while the main prob- 
lem, which is Germany, has been 
neglected. This was an elemen- 
tary strategical _ mistake which 
has led and was bound to lead to 
a diplomatic failure. 

Not the least of the reasons for 
attending to Germany first is that 
we can act more effectively in 
Germany than we can in the 
countries which are behind the 
iron curtain. The most important 
part of Germany is occupied by 
the British, and it has always 
been open to the British, the 
French and e Americans to 
make a settlement—if they agreed 
among themselves—which would 
apply to a good two-thirds of Ger- 
| many, and would act as a power- 
ful lever upon the remainder — 
the Russian part. 


For Centralized Rule. 


There has never been any rea- 
son—I mean any Russian reason— 
why the three Western zones could 
not be reconstructed on the pat- 
tern of a German federal] union. 
All that was needed was to apply 
in the British and French yng 
the political principle which n. 
Clay has used so well in the 
American zone. * 

Nor was there ever any Russian 
reason why the Ruhr could not 
have been constituted as one of 
these federated German states, 
with special stipulations to meet 
the French view that officials in 
the Ruhr dealing with coal and 
steel shall never be appointed from 
Berlin. Nor was there any Rus- 
sian reason why, when _ these 
things had been done, a central 
German administration should not 
be set up, as agreed to at Potsdam. 

This would not have been a final 
settlement of the German prob- 
lem. But it would have been 
enough of a settlement to put the 
Americans, the British and the 
French in an immensely strong 
position to bargain for a full set- 
tlement. 


An Area of Conflict. 


It would have united them on a 
constructive proposal liquidating 
the artificial division of Germany 
into four military zones. For the 
alternative to the four military 
zones would have been clear; it 
would have been a German con- 
federation. Without the alterna- 
tive, the zones cannot be abol- 
ished. To do so would mean the 
restoration of a centralized Ger- 
many. : 

This should have been the cen- 
tral objective of our diplomatic 
strategy. Unhappily, it has not 
been treated seriously as any kind 
of objective. Yet the failure to 
work for this objective has left 
Germany, or at least Prussia, 
where it is today — an area in 
which the British and the Rus- 
sians are in conflict over the con- 
trol of a centralized Germany. 

It has left Germany without the 
promise of a good though modest 
future and has incited all the 
worst instincts of the to 
make them bet on getting some- 
thing magnificent for themselves 
out of a war between Britain and 
Russia. ; "

Obstacles to Industrial Peace 


EMEMBER way back when 
Labor?’ Many people liked to 


we had a woman as Secretary of 
say that, if only Miss Frances Per- 


kins was kicked out and a big strong man put in her place, we 
should have no more labor troubles, 


John L. Lewis was one who used 
to say that. Perhaps he had in 
mind a big strong man named 
John L, Lewis. 

Well, we have a man as Secre- 


tary of Labor today, and we are 
having more strike trouble than 
at almost any other time in our 
history. It is unfair to put the 
blame on Secretary Schwellen- 
bach, as it was to put it on Miss 
Perkins. 

The causes of conflict go very 
deep. They are beyond any 
“strong man” solution. Moreover, 
ther is no adequate framework of 
law within which orderly and dis- 
ciplined collective bargaining can 
be carried out. 


Not a Strong Secretary. 


Schwellenbach can scarcely be 
rated a “strong” Secretary of La- 
bor. Too often, he seems over- 
whelmed by the sea of troubles 
that confronts him. With profit he 
could be less vague and more 
decisive. 

In his brief tenure of office, the 
Secretary has had difficulty keep- 
ing his lines of authority straight- 
ened out. Schwellenbach’s plans 
have been upset by the interfer- 
ence of others in the Truman Ad- 
ministration. As public pressure 
has mounted, top-level policy- 
makers have all taken a hand in 
cooking the labor broth. The re- 
sult is in accord with the old say- 
ing about too many cooks. 

Meddlesome interference has 
come from eager beavers in unex- 
pected places. The testimony of 
Civilian Production Administrator 
John D. Small advocating a no- 
strike ban for six months came as 
a shock and surprise, both to 
President Truman and Secretary 
Schwellenbach 


Miss Perkins’s Theory 


It ig not merely the official 
kibitzers who !-eep looking over 
Secretary Schwellenbach’s 
shoulder. He has a whole host of 
unofficial advisers, including col- 
umnists and editorial writers, who 
can tell him exactly how to end 
the labor trouble. All hehe has 
to do is to take their advice. 

When Miss Perkins thinks of 
her successor in office, it is with 


compassion on this very score. 
She has an interesting theory 
about the climate in which labor 
disputes occur today. The very 
fact of the concentration of public 
interest, with tempers at the boil- 
ing point, makes a strike more 
difficult to settle, 

It’s like trying to discipline a 
child with company, looking on. 
Advice from aunts and unclts and 
in-laws makes the disciplining 
process all but impossible. Per- 
haps the best service that the 
press and public could perform 
in a labor dispute would be to 
ignore it completely in the critical 
stage. 

A major difficulty Is the fact 
that, ever since 1933, our labor 
troubles have been occurring in 
an atmosphere of crisis. In the 
early '30s, it was a crisis of de- 
pression and unemployment, Then 
came preparation for war, and 
then war itself. Now the crisis 
is reconversion and the threat of 
inflation inherent in 
down production. 


Column in 400 Papers. 


Although Miss Perkins herself 
has become a columnist, she is 
being very careful not to con- 
tribute ih any way to the agita- 
tion over current strikes. The 
former Secretary of Labor writes 
a weekly column distributed to 
some 600 labor papers throughout 
the country by the Institute for 
American Democracy. She is paid 
to write the column. Not all the 
papers use it every week, Miss 
Perkins says, but the average is 
around 400. 

When she first started to write, 
she made it very clear that she 
would not discuss current labor 
disputes. Her column deals cus- 
tomarily with matters indirectly 
related to trade unions. She has 
written several times on the full- 
employment bill. Her last articles 
dealt with price control. The de- 
tached, almost scientific intel- 
lect that characterized her 12 
years in the Labor Department is 
evident in the care and precision 
of her writing. 

In fairness to Miss Perkins and 
to her sex, let’s recognize that she 
had an almost hopeless job, And 
so, given present circumstances, 
has her successor,

The group unanimously recom- 
mended pasage of a measure pro- 
viding $4,000,000 for direct relief 
and $17,500,000 for pensions. The 
direct relief allotment represents 
an increase of $725,000 over the 
total of $2,275,000 granted for the 
current year. 

Direct relief payments, which 
go to persons unable to work be- 
cause of physica] or mental in- 
capacities, now average about 
$8.40 a,month for each person on 
the rolls. 

Many members of the commit- 
tee have been outspoken in their 
opposition to inclusion of $1,500,- 
000 for employable persons in the 
total direct relief request. Repre- 
sentative R. J. King Jr., chairman 
of the committee, said the group 
did not provide relief funds for 
paying employable persons out of 
the $4,000,000 approved last night. 
He said they were of the opinion 
that relief payments were de- 
signed to aid persons not capable 
of working. 

King said that the total state 
funds allotted for Social Security 
purposes for the coming year, 
which includes $2,750,000 for aid 
to dependent children, represents 
approximately $2,000,000 more than 
the amount appropriated for the 
same purposes during the current 
year. State old age pension and 
aid to dependent children funds 
are matched on a dollar-for-dollar 
basis by the Federal Government.

Use of License Money. 

Through the allotment of 15 per 
cent of the money received from 
the sale of fishing and hunting li- 
censes, it has been possible to 
match federal funds to permit the 
expenditure of about $125,000 a 
year on forest service. The Com- 
mission has requested an ap 
propriation of $200,000 from gen- 
|eral revenues for the purpose. If 
ithis is obtained there will be a 
itotal of about $400,000 a year to 
icarry out the program. 

He defended the use of sports- 
men’s license money on. the 
ground that there is a relationship 
between forest management and 
hunting and fishing, and that the 
sportsmen derive a direct benefit 
from forest management. This, he 
said, came about through the fact 
that control of forest fires and 
the growth of trees increased the 
natural cover of game birds and 
animals and retarded the erosion 
which silts the streams to the 
detriment of fish life. 

If the bill is passed, owners of 
forest lands may register their 
lands with the Commission, which 
will supply young trees for plant- 
ing, protect the areas from fire, 
and aid in the marketing of tim- 
ber, 

There has been little reforesta- 
tion in Missouri because of the 
long time required to grow trees 
to a marketable size. It has been 
the custom for much of the land 
to be abandoned by its owners 
after the timber was cut, and to 
permit it to be sold for taxes. 

Provision for Small Tax. 

As an inducement to private 
owners to co-operate in the pro- 
gram, the bill provides that lands 
accepted for management by the 
commission shall be taxed at only 
$1 an acre for 25 years with an 
additional tax on the sdle of tim- 
ber, this tax ranging from 4 per 
cent during the first 10 years to 
6 per cent during the last five 
years of the 25-year period. 

Arguments in support of the bill 
were presented by owners of tim- 
ber tracts and representatives of 
conservation organizations. Among 
them was Maj. Gen. E. M. Stay- 
ton of Independence, chairman of 
a statewide committee of the Con- 
servation Federation, which has 
10,000 members. This committee 
was appointed to study the fores- 
try problem and to aid in the en- 
actment of legislation to promote 
reforestation. The committee ap- 
proved the bill at a meeting in 
Jefferson City yesterday. after- 
noon.

“Treatment at Kampili, where 
we had a good Nipponese camp 
commander, was fairly good,” she 
said, “But in September, 1943, I 
was jailed in Makassar for 11 
weeks, where beatings and ex- 
tremely cruel treatment seemed to 
be the order of the day.” 

After V-J day, she was flown to 
Manila and placed aboard a 
transport for Seattle. Her weight 
fell from about 140 to 80 pounds 
during her internment. 


BILL PROPOSES REVISING LAWS 
GOVERNING COUNTY COURTS 


JEFFERSON CITY, May 23— 
Revision of laws creating county 
courts in the 114 counties in Mis- 
souri, to conform to provisions of 
the 1945 Constitution, is proposed 
in a bill introduced yesterday aft- 
ernoon by the House Committee 
on cal Government. 


The bill replaces a similar meas- 
ure vetoed by Gov. Donnelly last 
May 11, because of ambiguous and 
“unworkable provisions.” Donnel- 
ly, in vetoing that bill, said there 
was authority for continuance of 
the county courts under another 
act passed by the Legislature last 
year. The néw bill offered, how- 
ever, to eliminate the possibility 
of any conflicts with the new Con- 
stitution. 


The new Constitution stripped 
county courts of their former ju- 
dicial status as courts of record. 
The bill offered yesterday recre- 
ates county courts as administra- 
tive agencies, increases the terms 
of associate judges from two to 
four years, eliminates the statu. 
tory designation of each county 
judge as a conservator of the 
peace within his county, and re- 
vises the methods of appeal from 
county court orders. 


CHICAGO & SOUTHERN AIR LINE 
| SERVICE WILL BE EXTENDED 


New Caribbean routes awarded 
to Chicago & Southern Air Lines 
will enable it to extend service to 
Havana, Cuba; San Juan, Puerto 
Rico, and Caracas, Venezuela, the

Washington. 

United States terminals of the 
new route will be New Orleans 
and Houston, Texas, which now 
serve as the southern terminals of

BUTTER, MILK, CHEESE PRICES 
FOR HOUSEWIVES MAY RISE 


WASHINGTON, May 23 (AP)— 
The price housewives pay for but- 
ter, milk and cheese may be 
boosted, a Government official 
said today, to give farmers more 
money to buy feed for cows. 

The only alternative, this of- 
ficial said, is another increase in 
Government subsidies to farmers 
to offset the higher costs of dairy 
feed. 

In any event, he added, the Of- 
fice of Price Administration, the 
Department of Agriculture and the 
Office of Economic Stabilization 
expect to make a decision within 
a few days.

Air Force Chief Gives Figure 
in Urging U. S. | 
Preparedness. 


WASHINGTON, May 23 (AP)— 
Gen. Carl Spaatz said yesterday 
that postwar bombers with a range 
of thousands of miles and 600- 
miles-an-hour fighter planes made 
it imperative in the atomic age for 
the United States to maintain 
ready and efficient air defenses. 

Spaatz, Army Air Forces com- 
manding general, told a group of 
air reservists at the War Depart- 
ment that the Army’s new B-36 
bomber could carry an atomic 
bomb 10,000 miles, 

Detailing plans for a 500,000-man 
regular air force supported by na- 
tional guard and air reservists, 
Spaatz said “the degree of effi- 
ciency of this organization will de- 
termine the American security.”

NEW YORK, May 23 (AP)— 
Deaths of G.I. babies aboard the 
ship Zebulon Vance rose to five to- 
day as cofmplaints by mothers of 
overcrowding and insanitary con- 
ditions board the vesselt resulted 
in a federal investigation, 

The ship docked here Monday 
after a 13-day voyage from Le 
Havre. Four deaths occurred at 
the Fort Hamilton hospital— 
where 15 other babies originally 
were taken—and one at Paris, Ill. 
Several] ailing infants have since 
been transferred from the Army 
hospital to other hospitals or their 
homes for private treatment, 

* Latest reported death was that 
of Robert Ball, 9-week-old son of 
Mr. and Mrs, Robert Ball, who 
died Tuesday night at Paris of 
what the attending physician diag- 
nosed as “malnutrition developing 
into pneumonia.” 

Another baby, brought over on 
the ship Brazil, died at Pittsburgh 
after it and another child from 
that ship were taken from a train 
in serious condition. 

One of the G.I. wives, Mrs, John 
Aliberti, formerly of Keerbergen, 
Belgium, said cabins aboard the 
Vance were so crowded that “in 
the cabin in which I came over 
there were 18 women and 10 ba- 
bies.” Her 2-month-ald son, An- 
thony, is seriously ill in New York 
hospital. 

Mrs. Alberti said the baby was 
healthy when she boarded the ship 
and added that although the baby 
became ill there was no medical 
examination except a perfunctory 
scrutiny of the child's hair the 


day before the ship landed,

AUGSBURG, Germany, May 23 
(AP)—Nineteen of 20 Jewish dis- 
placed persons accused of rioting 
April 28 outside an UNRRA camp 


at Landsberg received prison sen- 
tences yesterday. 

Six were sentenced to two years, 
12 to one year, and one to three 
months. The twentieth was ac- 
quitted of the charges of partici- 
pating in the riot, throwing stones 
at United States military police 
and resisting arrest. 

Before passing sentences, Lt. 
Col. Mariam Beatty of Topeka, 
Kan., told the defendants that, 
while they had “undoubtedly un-

School Children 


Conservationists 
In Franklin County

HE United States Soil Conservation Service 

was established 12 years ago when realiza- 

tion was growing that the sickness of Amer- 

ican agriculture, forgotten now in the prosperity 

created by war, 

went deeper than 

tariffs or world 

markets or even 

mass unemploy- 

ment in our great 

industrial citie s. 

We were beginning 

to learn that. the 

basic cause lay in 

farming methods 

which left our soils 

poorer, year after 

year, in the plant 

foods needed by the 

crops which the 

Ceinsseeitl farmer planted.

George J. Hildner tural scientists — 

not many, but a few—who realized that soil ero- 

sion brought about by improper cropping and 

grazing methods was not only destroying the 

livelihood of thousands of American farm 

families, but had become a threat to our very 

civilization. Today we have stopped talking about 

over-production of food as even a remote possi- 

bility in a starving world. The grocer’s shelf 

bare of bread—the empty refrigerator cases in 

the meat department—these are familiar to all 

of us and some complain bitterly, forgetting 

that even among our Allies are millions who 

would gladly live on food at which American 

families turn up their noses. No, over-produc- 
tion of foodstuffs is not a problem, today. 
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BACK IN 1935 there were many who looked 
upon the Soil Conservation Service as an inter- 
loper—just another New Deal bureau to increase 
the cost of government. But in those years 
came the drouth and with the drouth came dust 
storms which wiped out millions of acres of 
crop land. Top soil from once-rich grain lands 
of the western prairie lifted in the wind and 
traveled eastward, blotting out the sun. No one 


knows today how many tons of that top soil 
lie at the bottom of the Atlantic Ocean, from 


whence it will not be retrieved. 

Here was a problem which went beyond the 
boundaries of township, county or state—which 
threatened national disaster. It was a job to be 
attacked on a national basis and the Soil Con- 
servation Service, under the inspired leadership 
of Dr. Hugh Bennett, was ready for the task. 
The first step was to set up experimental areas 
throughout the country where conservation 
measures could be carried out and results ob- 
served. One of these was in our own Franklin 
county, west of St. Louis, including 25,000 acres 
of hilly and eroded farm land in the watershed 
of DuBois Creek, which flows into the Missis- 


sippi river.

IT HAPPENED that in this same year a new 
priest came to St. John’s Church at Gildehaus, 
which is located near the center of this soil con- 
servation district and in a parish covering some 
144 square miles of countryside. The priest was 
Father George J. Hildner, a native of St. Louis, 
who had already gained a state-wide reputation 
as farmer and conservationist during 19 years of 


service in a country parish down in Perry county 
on the Mississippi river. He brought to his new 
task a store of dynamic energy which can only 
be gauged by knowing him, a love of life and his 
fellowmen which is the motive power behind 
that energy and a philosophy that the head of 
a congregation must live for, and not‘off of, his 
people. It is small wonder that after 12 years 
at St. John’s Church he is now the Rt. Rev. 
Msgr. Hildner and that his reputation as farmer, 
conservationist and a living force for good in 
his community is nation-wide. 
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ST. JOHN’S CHURCH stands on high ground 
which looks out on all sides across rolling coun- 
try where crops grow luxuriantly on fields that 
are terraced or contoured, where good dairy 
cattle graze on lush pastures, where woodlands 
are protected against fire. We had lunch there 
the other day with Msgr. Hildner and afterward 


walked across deep bluegrass lawns to the school 
where I'd promised to say a few words to the 
youngsters. As we approached, we heard clear 
young voices singing and I listened to the words 
of the song: “A guiding thought and a skillful 
hand, And a plant’s young leaf unfurled, A 
summer’s sun and a summer’s rain, And we 
harvest for the world. Sons of the soil are we, 
Men of the coming years, Facing the dawn, Brain 
ruling Brawn, Lords of our lands we'll be!” 
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THERE ARE 115 children in this school at 
Gildehaus, counting the tiny tots. At a ceremony 
last week, 32 students were awarded silver 
medals as state conservationists, the highest 
award given by the Conservation Commission in 
its program to stimulate interest in wildlife 
conservation and good land use among the young 
people who live on Missouri’s farms. I haven't 
figures for the state, but in the 110 school dis- 
tricts in Franklin county there were exactly 


four other youngsters who won this award. In, 
addition to the 32 pupils who won the silver’ 


medal, there were 17 more who won the award 
of Nature Knight, the second highest recognition 
in this program of conservation education, 
Standing before those rows of bright, intelli- 
gent faces, I realized that here were youngsters 
who had more to tell me than I had to tell them. 
And I recalled our conversation with Msgr. 
Hildner earlier during the day: that during his 
12 years of service at St. John’s of Gildehaus, 
this farming community has lost none of its 
young people to the city. The farmers of the 
Franklin County Soil Conservation District have 
found that it pays to farm their land so that soil 
‘ fertility is not only maintained but built up as 
the years go by. Such a way of farming builds 
a better life for the farmer and his family— 
with more of everything ‘hat makes farm life 
worth living. Equally important, their young 
people are being taught that farming is a way 
of life rich in compensations for those who 
understand the land and treat it well. Much of 
the credit for this fine work must go to Msgr. 
Hildner,

Economical 
Menus for 
- Fomorrow

REAM soups have proved to 
be marvelous inventions. There 
ig such a great variety and 
each perm'ts of so many varia- 


‘tions that it -s possible to serve 


a cream soup two or three times a 
week without the family dream- 
ing about monotony. Cream soups 
also need to be priced for their 
nutritive value. A combination of 
a thin white sauce and pureed 
cooked vegetables includes good 
protein from the milk and vita- 
mins and minerals from the vege- 
tables, Some soups, however, are 
richer than others because some 
vegetables rank much higher than 
others in vitamin and mineral 
value. Served with crisp crackers 
or toast, cream soup is a quite 
hearty, allround food. 

And everyone from baby to 
grandma in normal health can eat 
it because pureed vegetables can 
generally be handled by even deli- 
cate digestive tracts. When the 
atalwart members of the family 
are served cream soups, the extra 
garnishes are certainly worth- 
while to make the soup more in- 
teresting and richer in food value. 
Crumbled frizzled bacon or ham, 
a fluff of riched hard-cooked egg 
yolk, a puff of whipped cream, a 
spoonful of sauteed mushrooms, or 
a shower oi finely chopped pars- 
jey will give the soup added ap- 
peal, and so will a variety or two 
of crackers or toast served hot 
and as crisp as possible. A: crisp 
vegetable such ag the freshest of 
radishes, green onions, carrot 
sticks or celery are wonderful to 
munch on while consuming the 
soup. All these little niceties are 
a bit of extra work and require 
extra preparation, but they are 
th: things that put the home cook 
at the top of the list of people who 
are unforgettable 
Cream of Spinach and Mushroom 

Soup. 

One pound fresh spinach (one 
and one-half cups cooked), one- 
half pound fresh mushroom (one 
pint), one medium onion, diced; 
three tablespoons butter or mar- 
garine, three tablespoons flour, 
one teaspoon salt, dash pepper, 
two cups boiling water, two bouil- 
lon cubes, two and one-half cups 
milk, 

Trim roots and wilted leaves 
from spinach. Wash thoroughly 
in cold water to remove sand and 
grit. Place in a large saucepan 
without additional water. Cook 
quickly uncovered for five to 10 
minutes until tender, turning oc- 
casionally, Puree through sieve 
or food mill. There should be 
three-fourths cup puree. Wash 


-mushrooms quickly in cold water 


and trim a slice from the stem 
end. Slice vertically about one- 
fourth inch thick. Melt butter or 
margarine and add mushrooms 
and onion. Saute for four minutes 
shaking the pan every few sec- 
onds to prevent sticking. Blend in 
flour, salt and pepper. Add boil- 
ing water and bouillon cubes, and 
stir well, heating constantly. Add 
spinach puree and milk. Reheat 
to scalding and serve piping hot 
with crisp crackers. Makes six 
cups or four servings. 
Menus for Friday. 

Breakfast: Grapefruit juice, 
scrambled eggs, blueberry muffins. 

Luncheon: Creamed spinach 
and mushroom soup, toasted pea- 
nut butter sandwiches, fruit gela- 
tin. 

_ Dinner: Beef pot roast with car- 
rots and onions, potato dumplings, 
celery hearts, floating island 
pudding. 

Potato Dumplings. 

Peel and cook one pound pota- 
toes in salted water until soft. 
Drain; rice into a bowl and let 
cool, Drop egg into potatoes, beat 
well and add one-half cup un- 
sifted all-purpose flour, pinch nut- 
meg, three-fourths teaspoon salt, 
and one-fourth teaspoon baking 
powder which have been mixed to- 
gether. Beat thoroughly. Shape 
dough into roll about one inch in 
diameter and cut into one-inch 
pieces, Drop into boiling salted 
water. Stir gently to keep them 
from sticking to bottom of pan— 
dumplings will then rise to top. 
Cook uncovered eight to 10 min- 
utes. Drain and pour margarine 
over them to keep dumplings from 
sticking together. Serve immedi- 
ately. Four servings. Serve each 
child two cups of milk to drink in 
addition to that used in today’s 
menus.

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

AM sure that every citizen lis- 
[toned with as much interest as 

I did to Secretary of State 
Byrnes’s report: to the nation 
about the Paris Conference. It 
seemed to me a forthright, honest 
story and, in view of all the ele- 
ments of the situation, it was less 
discouraging than I had expected. 

I was particularly glad to have 
him say that we still intend to 
carry out the original agreements 
and keep Germany from being 
able to rearm. Some of us have 
realized that under the surface, 
ever since those agreements were 
made, there have been groups of 
people in both Great Britain and 
the United States who have not 
looked upon them with favor. 

° . . 

FOR ONE THING, certain peo- 
ple have thought that, when all 
was said and done, we had beaten 
Germany twice, and perhaps it/ 
would be better to have her as @ 
buffer in central Europe against 
the spreading out of the Soviet 
Union and its influence over neigh- 
boring states. In addition, there 
are large business interests in the 
international field which tie all 
nationalities together. Thirdly, 
since Russia only recently granted 
freedom of religion within her 
borders, there has been consider- 
able feeling against wiping out 
the strength of a country which, 
except during the Hitler regime, 
was considered a religious nation. 

All these interests added to- 
gether meant that there was a 
strong undercurrent against. car- 
rying out the original agreements. 
And yet, twice in 25 years, we 
have been taken into a world war 
by Germany. j 

It cannot be said that, in the 
last year, Russia has taken any 
pains to allay the fears of those 
who have been worried about her 
spreading power. To be sure, she 
has assured the world repeatedly 
that her interests lie along the 
paths of peace, and all of us know 
that she feels the loss of her sons 
and the devastation of her land. 
ec a it has been easy for peo- 

le to say that Russia was rely- 
ing more and more on the builld- 


ing up of her own power, and 
less and less on the joint power 
which won the war and which the 
founders of the United Nations 
hoped would win the peace. We 
must get together with Russia, 
but it must be a two-way matter.

SUCH SITUATIONS as exist 
today in Trieste and in the Tyrol 
arise largely from mistakes made 
at the end of the last war. It is 
true that the region back of Tri- 
este is occupied largely by Yugo- 
slavs, but the city itself is pre- 
dominantly Italian. Therefore, 
Secretary Byrnes’s suggestion that 
Trieste become a free port for the 
world seems a fair solution. I 
only hope that the same type of 
answer, internationalizing the 
places where many interests meet, 
and building up the strength of 
the United.

ASE K-205: Henry W., aged 47, is the former advertising

ever, I found that she had begun to go around with other men, 
and had not lived up to her marriage vows. 

“Divorce proceedings were begun, but she cited the children 
and her desire not to be separated from them; so I consented 
to a settlement by which she received our $25,000 home and its 
furnishings, along with her car and $250 a month. 

“This was before Pearl Harbor. Within two years after- 
wards I was in the service as a captain and my income was 
much less than when 1 was a civilian. After my release from 
the Army, I got a sales job at $300 a month. I had met an 
attractive woman whom I married in 1948, and we have one 
youngster. 

' “But my former wife insisted on that $250 monthly pay- 
ment. I couldn't meet it. So she had me put into jai] for a 
month. Now I've had it reduced, but I lost my job meanwhile, 
so I am looking for work. My second wife has stood by me 
throughout all this trouble. Dr. Crane, why should a woman 
who had procured all the money I had, still hound me so that 
I lost my job?

The purpose behind the awarding of alimony is the protec- 
tion of women and children who may have suffered by a man’s 
misbehavior. If a man marries a young woman in the prime 
of her beauty and attractiveness, and after giving her several 
children, decides to leave her, or squander his time and money 
on younger women, then the court very properly attempts to 
guard the welfare of the injured wife and the innocent young- 
sters.
